Wasunineton (D. C.), July 18.—In a 
letter to Father ‘Chapelle, Vice-Pres- 
ident of the Catholic mission bureau, 
giving reasons which influenced his 
action in no longer making a contract 
with that bureau, Commissioner Mor- 
gan says: “On entering upon my 
present duties, I expressed my. pref- 
erence for the government rather than 
the contract system as being more in 
harmony with the American idea of 
education. Schools maintained by 
the government for the education of 
Indians,} should be strictly non-sec 
tarian and non-partisan, and fur- 
ther, that the appropriation of public 
funds to sectarian institutions was, in 
my opinion, contrary to the spirit, if 
not to the letter of the censtitution, 
and opposed to public policy. My 
position on the question is violently 
aesailed by your bureau. False char- 
ges are preferred against me and most 
determined, but futile efforts to pre- 
vent my confirmation, antl secure my 
displacement. Those you employ in 
the tield and others instigated appar- 
ently by the attitude of the bureau, 
have endeavored directly or indirectly 
to hinder the efforts of the govern- 
ment in its benificent education and 
civilizing of the Indian through its 
own appropriate means. Influences 
emanating from your bureau have 
been, in some ysespects, at least, hort- 
fal, and it is certainly ‘not its fault 
that the government schools have not 
been crfppled, or even destroyed while 
drawing hundreds of thousands of 
dollars of government funds to build 
up and sustain mission schools uader 
yourchatge. Your bureau has thrown 
the whole weight of its influence 
against the goverument upon whose 
bounty it subsisted.’’

The Karisbrucke of Prague and 
Its History. 


A short time ago the dispatches | 
stated that the famous Kar!sbrucke, or | 
Charles bridge, across the Moldau at 


De gy ¢ Are mer to destruction by 
great floods which have. been cre- 


sting sech havoe in central Europe. 
The paragraph was a brief one and 
probably attracted little attention, but | 
no one who knows the pride with 
which for hundreds of years the Bohe- 
mians have regarded this bridge could 
read the few lines without a thrill of 
sympathy. 

To write a history of the Karlsbrucke, 
says the Chicago Post, would be to 
write the history of Prague during the 
past five centuries. This, indeed, were 
well worth the doing, for though the 
old world is rich in historic cities, few 
are more interesting than this wonder- 
ful old town with its stately buildings, 
its quaint old houses and beautiful 
vardens, and its memories of illustri- 
ous men and women—of lliuss and 
Wallenstein, of Maria Theresa and her 
implacable enemy, Frederick the Great, 
How many times those and others 
scarcely less famous have passed to and 
fro over the Karlsbrucke. 

Prague was the favorite city of that 
splendid monarch, Charles IV., “the 
stepfather of the empire, but the father 
of Bohemia.” He established*her cele- 
brated university and beautified the 
town in many ways, besides laying the 
foundation of the Karlsbrncke in 1357. 
| For one hundred ard fifty years the 
work went on, and when finally com- 
pleted, in. 1507, it was justly regarded 
as a triumph of the engineering skill of 
the age. \, 

Even tojlay few bridges are worthy 
of more admiration than the old 
Karlsbrucke with its grand old Gothic 
tower and its sixteen noble arches 
spanning the beautiful Moldau. As 
time went on statues and groups of 
figures vere placed on the buttresses 
of the bridge. The oldest of these, 6 
iuv.s- stone crncifix with images of the 
Virgin and St. John, was built with 
money wrung from the Jews. Short 
services were occasionally held before 
the crucifix. 

Another curious group, showing the 
suffering souls in purgatory, commem- 
orated the dreadful visitation of the 
plague. But the most interesting of 
the statues is that of St. John of Nepo- 
muk, the patron of bridges and the 
saint whom all Prague delights to 
honor. St. John, so the legend tells us, 
was the confessor of the lovely queen 
of Bohemia and refused to reveal the 
secrets of the confessional to her jeal- 
ous husband. The cruel Wenzel com- 
manded him to be tortured, and after- 
ward he was thrown from the Karls- 
brucke at night into the rushing Mol- 
dau. Whereupon the body of the good 
priest, instead of sinking, continued to 
float until taken from the water, while 
five brilliant stars hoverea over it. The 
statue represents an ascetic figure hold- 
ing a crucifix, and around the head are 

arranged the five miraculous stars. 
| One lingers longest near the fine old 
tower at the entrance to the bridge. If 
by some spell like that used in the 
Arabian tale we could unseal the lips 
of the sculptured figures Grho look 
down so calmly from their lofty station, 
what tragic tales they could tell of the 
many times the tide of battle has surged 
across this bridge. During the stormy 
days of the thirty years’ war it was the 
scene of many confiicts, and for ten 
years the heads of twelve of Bohemia’s 
Protestant nobles swung in iron cages 
from the tower. Later, the citizens of 
Prague rallied to its defense against 
the Swedes and held it for three long 
months, till the peace of Westphalia 
ended the war. When Frederick the 
Great invaded Bohemia it was the scene 
of a bloody struggic, and as lately as 
the revolution of 1848 a famous barri- 
cade was built there by the students. 

But the eS the Karlsbrucke are 
numbered. tly three of its arches 
were carried away by the swollen river 
and the collapse of a fourth a little 
later renders its destruction inevitable. 

Begun as the night of the middle ages 
was beginning to roll away and finished 
in the dawning light of the reformation, 
the old bridge falls just as the twenti- 
eth century opens before the world.

It must not be sup 

posed that the students seek to learn 
the most approved manner of

a caucus, or how to throw a delegation 


when the balance of power happens to 
come the right way. Nor do the teach- 
ers have anything to say about the rel- 
ative valne of the ‘“inflooenee” of this or 
that wire-puller, or the value of “‘pulls” 
in political affairs. 

The society, says the New York 
World, has leaped over the rudiments 
of practical politics and plunged at 
once into deeper pools of political know- 
ledge. It has been organized only a 


short time, but during its brief career it | 


has practically solved some of the knot- 
tiest problems over which statesmen 
have become gray-haired. It has head- 
quarters at No. 805 East Seventeenth 
street, and meetings are held every 
Tuesday afternoon at 3:30 o'clock. 

During the last year papers were read 
and discussions had on such subjects as 
‘“‘protection” and ‘‘free trade.” Natur- 
ally these are subjects om which all 
women take a great deal of interest, or 
would, but for one thing. The tariff, of 
course, affects the prices on ribbons, 
laces, feathers, silks, satins, fans, bon- 
nets and gew-gaws from the other side 
generally. The one thing excepted is 
that the husbands and fathers, as a rule, 
pay the bills. 

But the women of the society for po- 
litical study have -gone deeper yet, 
which proves that they are not inter- 
ested only in those political subjects 
which concern the cost of articles im- 
ported for their adornment. They have 
educated themselves thoroughly on the 
work and aims of the Pan-American 
congress, feciprocity and the Monroe 
doctrine. Atthe subsequent meetings 
they are to discuss the annexation of 
Canada, the admission of Utah and the 
international copyright. After these 
heavy topies have been satisfactorily 
disposed of they may take up the diplo- 
matic relations between Italy and the 
United States, the financial situation of 
the Argentine Republic and the domes- 
tic polity of Peru. 

The discussion of such subjects as 
these are the feature of the weekly 
meetings. The constitution of the 
United States and the relation of the 
federal goverment to the states are 
standard topics, while no little time is 
devoted at each meeting to the study 
and practice of parliamentary usage. 
Next winter, itis said, the relation of 
parties to the welfare of the nation will 
be one of the features for discussion. 

Miss Grace Dodge recently delivered 
an address beforé the society on the 
subject of manual training, and after 
the discussion that followed tea was 
served. Tea is always served before 
the meetings adjourn. Tea is soothing 
after a political discussion, and it could 
be introduced with advantage in the 
Fourth and Eighth wards, so the exam- 
ple set by the society is a good one. 

The ignorance of American women 
concerning the politics of their own 
country has frequently been commented 
upon by foreigners. In Engiand the 
women are thoroughly informed on all 
political questions. Political subjects 
are discussed there at the fireside and 
around the dinner table, and the women 
are able to hold their own in argument 
with the ablest statesmen. It is a part 
of their education from childhood, and 
Englishmen cannot understand why it 
should not be so everywhere, 


HUNGER AT BREAKFAST. 


That It Is Not Always Present Is the 
Eater's Own Fault. 

Breakfast is rather a failure as a 
meal with town men. That ought not 
to be; there is something wrong when 
aman is not vigorously hungry in the 
morning. Where is the fault? asks the 
Hospital. Is it in the late dinner? Not 
in the dinner, probably, so much as in 
what is drank at dinner; in that and in 
the nervous strain of the times. It does 
not matter whether we dine in the mid- 


. dle of the day or in the evening, so long 


as we dine judiciously. But the man 
who has much work to do, and particu- 
larly brain work, cannot dine in the 
middle of the day. If he does, he must 
make up his mind to lose at least an 
hour of his most valuable time. A light 
luncheon at midday, with no stimulant 
stronger than a cup of coffee or a bottle 
of ginger ale, is the suitable thing. But 
this muston no account be used as a 
substitute for dinner. He who lunches 
in this way at midday must dine in the 
evening, and dine well. The business 
man should dine at half past six, or at 
latest half. past seven. The lazy man 
may dine when he likes. The man who 
has earned his dinner should have a 
good one—not heavy, but nutritious; 
not too elaborate, but well selected and 
well cooked. He shonid drink, if possi- 
ble, only one kind of wine, and thata 
light one, sparkling or still. Spirits 
and beer he should avoid. Dinner 
Should be the last meal of the day, ex- 
cept for those who cannot sleep with- 
out a little food in their stomachs. 
These may take a cupof cocoa, with a 
little thin bread and butter, just at the 
momentof going to bed. If attention 
be paid to these suggestions, very few 
ay will fail to be hungry at break-
